Gettysburg is 
growing at the rate of from twenty- 
live to fifty buildings a year, a healthy 
prosperity surely and there are many 
now living who will see about all avail- 
able land within the borough limits 
being used for residential and other 
purposes. Already the town has grown 
up against its limits on the north and 
south. 


Of course there is laud that has not 


\et been opened for building purposes, 
but as building lots along streets are 
scarce as hen teeth it will not be long 
before all available building land in 
borough on north and south of town 
will be thrown open for occupation. 
The unbuilt portion between Rock 
Creek and Seminary Ridge is not ex- 
rensive and Gettysburg is facing in the 
near future a need for borough exten- 
sion and every movement of the kind 
should be encouraged.

Census Preparations 


Preparations are being made fur the 


taking of the ceusus next year. Each 
state will be divided mto ceusus dis- 
tricts, and there will be a total of 330 
such districts iu the countrv- Each 
district will have a supervisor, and 
the supervisor will appoint the en- 
umerator in his district. 


The appointment of ..,.0 supervisors 


will be made by President 1'aft, aud 
must be continued bv the Senate. 
Under the law these supervisors aieto 
be paid ^1,-500 annually, aud iu ad- 
dition to that, $1 for each 1.000 of 
population or majority fractions of 


I 1.000 for the population of their dis- 
tricts 


Approximately 7.500 appointments 


are to be made ior the taking of the 
Thirteenth Census and its tabulation. 
Between f;,500 and 7,000 enumerators- 
are to be appointed for the actual col- 
lection of data. Tne enumerators will 
be appointed iu each supervisor's dis- 
trict by the supervisors themselves. 
All of the enumerators will be re- 
quired to take a test examination 
but it will be largely a formality and 
consists principally of ascertaining 
the general intelligence and ability 
of the enumerator, his ability to write 
legibly and to send iu an intelligent 
report. The 330 supervisors are to be 
appointed about Sept. 1 aud the enu- 
merators about January 1, so that the 
actual taking of the ceusus may start 
on April loth. 


The pay of the enumerators di n"er», 


according to the character ot the work 
upou which they are to be engaged, 
the sparseuess of the population aud 
the difficulty with which the various 
supervisors'districts may be travers- 
ed. 
Tuder the law three general 


classes of payment are provided. One 
class of enumerators receive from "2 to 
4 cents for each inhabitant enumerat- 
ed, 20 to 30 cents for each farm aud 10 j 
cents for each barnyard or other place 
where cattle are kept. 
The second 


class of enumerators will receive a per 
diem pay of from S>1 to £2, aud in ad- 
dition to that 1 to 3 cents for each in- 
habitant and 1:2 to 20 cents for each 
farm tabulated. 
That is what is 


known as the mixed-pay class. 
The 


third per-diem, or class will get fiorn 
?; to 56 a day for their woik on the 
basis of actual field-workdays of eight 
hours each.

The Lincoln Highway. 


The Lincoln Memorial Highway 


pioject is not dead. As an indication 
of the impression which this project 
has made upon the public, it is inter- 
esting to note the statement by Joe 
Mitchell Chappie in an article in the 
National Magazine that, while there 
is a great diversity of opinion as to 
the form which the proposed Lincoln 
Memorial—a memorial on the desira 
bility of establishing which Cougiess 
is agreed—this highway project has 
met with more favor thau auy ot the 
rest.
